Plane 
Beulah’s

(AP)— Waning 
Hurricane Ben* 
lah surged farther inland today, 
leaving 
hundreds 
of 
square 
miles of death, destruction and 
growing floods in her wake. 
The monster storm’s 
main 
track stretched 160 miles into 
Texas from 
Brownsville, the 
coastal point where she first 
raged ashore Wednesday. 
Curving on a more westerly 
course as she advanced, Beulah 
finally dropped below minimum 
hurricane force— 75 miles per 
hour— early today. 
Floods boiled up along rivers 
and creeks faster than harried 
disaster relief officials could 
keep track of them*. 
The small city of Alice, 40 
miles west of Corpus Christi, 
was deluged by 7.28 Inches of 
rain. Victoria, about 100 miles 
north of Corpus Christi, re« 
corded 8.30 inches. Other towns 
and cities in the storm area re« 
corded rains in two-digit figures, 
topped by 13.80 inches at Tuleta, 
70 miles northeast of here. 
A 13-day-old storm that began 
in the Atlantic, Beulah claimed 
30 lives— six in Texas. Eighteen 
died in the Caribbean and the 
rest perished in Mexico’s south­ 
ern regions. 
Flooding plagued the southern 
half of Texas and threatened to 
be a major problem for days. 
Hie rains showed no signs of 
abating as Gulf of Mexico tides 
swept headlong up river beds 
and collided with flood waters 
from Beulah’s rains. 
In an unprecedented move the 
State 
Department 
announced 
through Texas officials at Aus­ 
tin that the United States and 
Mexico had declared a disaster 
area along 
the 
border 
Rio 
Grande. 
“ The U.S. Immigration serv­ 
ice is to open the international 
border and it is to remain open 
imtil further notice,” a Texas 
spokesman said. 
Brownsville’s sister city of 
Matamoros, Mexico, sustained 
heavy damage from Beulah, as 
did Reynosa, Mexico, Just ac­ 
ross the river from Edinburg, 
Tex. 
The Coast Guard was dis­ 
patching three amphibious air­ 
planes from Corpus Christi to­ 
day to survey damage in the 
storm’s main track. 
Tornadoes dealt damage in 
the millions of dollars. A final 
accounting of the storm’s mone­ 
tary harm was days— or possi­ 
bly weeks— away. 
Electrical power was shut off 
to about one-fourth of the Texas 
land mass. Brownsville was the 
hardest hit city in the state. 
Beulah screeched ashore there 
with 160 m,p.h, winds and rains 
too heavy to measure. 
Hurricane force winds contin­ 
ued at Alice, a city of 23,000 
some 40 miles west of Corpus 
Christi. Downtown businesses 
were flooded 
as were 
most 
homes. Hie residents had fled 
inland or to shelters. 
Lack of water was a problem 
elsewhere. The municipal filter­ 
ing plant at Corpus was fouled 
by Gulf backup. The situation 
was the same along the coast, 
where some cities reported up 
to 85 per cent destruction. 
Restoration of electrical pow­ 
er was days away, utility com­ 
pany spokesmen said. 
Beulah kept her hurricane 
status for hours longer than ex­ 
pected. Once over land, most 
hurricanes quickly lose force. 
She was centered 60 miles 
westof Corpus Christi at 5 a.m., 
when hurricane warnings finally 
were lowered. 
Tornadoes writhed off in rec­ 
ord numbers from Beulah, her- 
self the third largest hurricane 
in recorded history. She was re­ 
sponsible for 30 confirmed twist­ 
ers. There were unofficial re­ 
ports of more than 50 sightings. 
One tornado hit tiny Burnet, Tex., 
some 250 miles to the north of 
Beulah's track.

THIS IS A GOOD SUMMER, to have over, as the 
U. S. Weather Bureau concedes. Nature gave a 
little and took a little. After a five-year drought, 
the Northeast is watersoaked. 
Great waves of 
cold air moved south from the Arctic to the Mid­ 
west and West this summer. Then planetary winds 
scooped up the cold air and carried it eastward, 
where it met the Bermuda high. The warm, moist 
air went up; the cold air condensed into rain. 
Forest fires are vexing the Northwest. Smoke- 
jumpers have seen more action this year than 
ever before. 
On all state, federal, and private 
lands, there were 122,500 forest or brush fires 
in 1966, turning more than 4-1/2 million acres 
into ash. 
This year bids to be worse. The third 
weekend in August was the worst of the year, with 
hundreds of fires, mostly touched off by light­ 
ning, burning in the West. 
Summer’s weather was unusual, but then all 
weather is fickle, according to the federal ex­ 
perts. 
“The atmosphere is always abnormal,“ 
says Jerome Namais, chief of the Weather Bu­ 
reau’s Extended Forecast Division. 
MOST CURIOUS has been the late start to hur­ 
ricane activity, usually September’s lash. 
So 
far we have had only Arlene, Beulah, Chloe and 
Doria of a string of girls’ names for tropical 
storms and hurricanes that the Weather Bureau 
this year roguishly extends through Verna and 
Wallis. 
Not since 1941 has there been such a 
delayed start. 
The official hurricane season extends from 
June 15 through Nov. 15, but the brunt usually 
comes in September. 
There is a record of only 
one hurricane (in 1925) as late as Nov. 30. Last 
year there were 11 tropical storms in the Gulf 
of Mexico, Carribean, and Southwestern Atlantic, 
^botit"half reached the 75-mile-an-hou? itensity 
needed to qualify as a nurricane. This year we 
have had 10 or 11 tropical storms — well above 
normal — on the Pacific side of Mexico and 
Central America, but only weak activity in the 
Atlantic. 
The Weather Bureau has been experimenting for 
two decades with dispersing hurricanes by cloud- 
seeding. 
A modification in regulations allows a 
wider range this year. 
As many as 14 planes 
will be on standby until Oct. 15 at Roosevelt 
Roads Naval Air Station, Puerto Rico, and the 
Jacksonville, Fla., Naval Air Station. 
Storms of all kinds, and seismic sea waves, 
claim 500 to 600 lives a year in the United 
States, and do $1 billion to $15 billion damage. 
Hurricanes are major contributors to both tolls. 
September and autumn are welcome, so long as 
they leave their windy and willful ladies behind 
them.

As fate would have it, however, the torrents continued 
to fall. 
Shortly after Finnigan left his ring with the pawnbroker, a 
hold-up man sauntered into the shop and, at gun point, removed 
the contents of the pawnbroker’s open safe, including Finnigan’s 
ring. 
The result? When Finnigan’s luck improved and he returned 
to reclaim his ring, the pawnbroker threw up his hands again 
but, this time, in despair. 
“I’m sorry,” he said, “but having your ring stolen from me 
was a risk you assumed when you hocked it.” 
“ That’s your story,” was Finnigan’s answer. “All I know 
is that I gave it to you and you’ve got to give it back.” 
When the pawnbroker refused to recognize Finnigan’s re­ 
deeming qualities, Finnigan sued him for the value of the ring. 
IF YOU WERE THE JUDGE, would you make the pawnbroker 
pay up? 
This is how the judge ruled; Yes! The judge held that a pawn­ 
broker is excused from redelivering goods if he exercises 
care for its safekeeping. But in this case, concluded the Judge, 
there was a question whether the pawnbroker had exercised 
care for the safety of Finnigan’s ring by leaving it in an open 
safe.

THIS IS A GOOD SUMMER, to have over, as the 
U. S. Weather Bureau concedes. 
Nature gave a 
little and took a little. After a five-year drought, 
the Northeast is watersoaked. 
Great waves of 
cold air moved south from the Arctic to the Mid­ 
west and West this summer. Then planetary winds 
scooped up the cold air and carried it eastward, 
where it met the Bermuda high. The warm, moist 
air went up; the cold air condensed into rain. 
Forest fires are vexing the Northwest. Smoke- 
jumpers have seen more action this year than 
ever before. 
On all state, federal, and private 
lands, there were 122,500 forest or brush fires 
in 1966, turning more than 4-1/2 million acres 
into ash. 
This year bids to be worse. The third 
weekend in August was the worst of the year, with 
hundreds of fires, mostly touched off by light­ 
ning, burning in the West. 
Summer’s weather was unusual, but then all 
weather is fickle, according to the federal ex­ 
perts. 
“ The atmosphere is always abnormal,” 
says Jerome Namais, chief of the Weather Bu­ 
reau’s Extended Forecast Division. 
MOST CURIOUS has been the late start to hur­ 
ricane activity, usually September’s lash. 
So 
far we have had only Arlene, Beulah, Chloe and 
Doria of a string of g irls’ names for tropical 
storms and hurricanes that the Weather Bureau 
this year roguishly extends through Verna and 
Wallis. 
Not since 1941 has there been such a 
delayed start. 
The official hurricane season extends from 
June 15 through Nov. 15, but the brunt usually 
comes in September. 
There is a record of only 
one hurricane (in 1925) as late as Nov. 30. Last 
year there were 11 tropical storms in the Gulf 
of Mexico, Carribean, and Southwestern Atlantic, 
/(bout half reached the 75-m ile-an-hour itensity 
needed to qualify as a hurricane. This year we 
have had 10 or 11 tropical storms — well above 
normal — on the Pacific side of Mexico and 
Central America, but only weak activity in the 
Atlantic. 
The Weather Bureau has been experimenting for 
two decades with dispersing hurricanes by cloud- 
seeding. 
A modification in regulations allows a 
wider range this year. 
As many as 14 planes 
will be on standby until Oct. 15 at Roosevelt 
Roads Naval Air Station, Puerto Rico, and the 
Jacksonville, Fla., Naval Air Station. 
Storms of all kinds, and seism ic sea waves, 
claim 
500 to 600 
lives a year 
in the United 
States, and do $1 billion 
to $15 billion damage. 
Hurricanes are major contributors to both tolls.

THE DECLINE OF HERESY 
In an unorthodox age, who can be called a 
heretic? 
That, essentially, 
is the question 
that a special committee of the Episcopal Church 
attempted to answer in a recent report. 
The 
committee concluded that “ Any risks the church 
may run by fostering a climate of geniune free­ 
dom are minor in comparison to the dangers it 
surely will encounter from any attempt at sup­ 
pression, censorship or thought control.” 
The 
triennial general convention of the Episcopal 
Church, which opens in Seattle on Sunday, Sept. 
17, will debate and pass judgment on the report. 
Although the Rt. Rev. James A. Pike, former 
Bishop of California, was not mentioned in 
it obviously was written with him 
Bishop Pike’s repudiation of such 
the report, 
in 
mind. 
traditional Christian doctrines as the Virgin 
Birth and the Trinity prompted the Episcopal 
House of Bishops to initiate heresy proceed­ 
ings against him last autumn. 
The proceedings 
were halted after adoption of a resolution re­ 
jecting the concept of heresy trials, but Bishop 
Pike insisted on a trial to clear his name. For­ 
mation of the special church committee fol­ 
lowed. 
Bishop Pike, now a theologian in r e s­ 
idence at the Center for the Study of Demo­ 
cratic Institution, Santa Barbara, Calif., has 
said he will withdraw his demand for a heresy 
trial if the Seattle convention approves the 
committee report. 
Bishop Pike’s controversial views would cer­ 
tainly have furnished grounds for heresy pro­ 
ceedings in the early days of Christianity. Prior 
to the Council of Nicaea (325 A.D.), the Chris­ 
tian Church was seriously challenged by pagan 
and Jewish beliefs which threatened to become 
blended with the faith. 
At that time, the pun­ 
ishment of heresy was by reproof or excom­ 
munication. 
In the post-Nicene period heresies 
became less significant differences in inter­ 
pretation of Christian doctrine. 
Nevertheless, 
the penalties for heresy grew more severe, 
as during the Spanish Inquisition. 
Today, the various Christian faiths are working 
toward reunification in a single church. 
The 
emphasis is on finding common denominators 
of belief, not on underlining doctrinal differ­ 
ences. 
Achievement of Christian unity, how­ 
ever, might well lead to formation of an entire­ 
ly new orthodoxy. 
Then heresy would again 
become one of the prime concerns of Chris­ 
tian religious leaders.

September is a relief from 
the hurts of summer and a preparation for the 
slings and arrows of winter.

THIS IS A GOOD SUMMER, to have over, as the 
U. S. Weather Bureau concedes. Nature gave a 
little and took a little. After a five-year drought, 
the Northeast is watersoaked. 
Great waves of 
cold air moved south from the Arctic to the Mid­ 
west and West this summer. Then planetary w inds 
scooped up the cold air and carried it eastward, 
where it met the Bermuda high. The warm, moist 
air went up; the cold air condensed into rain. 
Forest fires are vexing the Northwest. Smoke- 
jumpers have seen more action this year than 
ever before. 
On all state, federal, and private 
lands, there were 122,500 forest or brush fires 
in 1966, turning more than 4-1/2 million acres 
into ash. 
This year bids to be worse. The third 
weekend in August w as the worst of the year, with 
hundreds of fires, mostly touched off by light­ 
ning, burning in the West. 
Summer's weather was unusual, but then all 
weather is fickle, according to the federal ex­ 
perts. 
“The atmosphere is always abnormal," 
says Jerome Namais, chief of the Weather Bu­ 
reau’s Extended Forecast Division. 
MOST CURIOUS has been the late start to hur­ 
ricane activity, usually September’s lash. 
So 
far we have had only Arlene, Beulah, Chloe and 
Doria of a string of girls* names for tropical 
storms and hurricanes that the Weather Bureau 
this year roguishly extends through Verna and 
W allis. 
Not since 1941 has there been such a 
delayed start. 
The official hurricane season extends from 
June 15 through Nov. 15, but the brunt usually 
comes in September. 
There is a record of only 
one hurricane (in 1925) as late as Nov. 30. Last 
year there were l l tropical storms in the Gulf 
of Mexico, Carribean, and Southwestern Atlantic. 
4 bout half reached the 75-mile-an-hour itensity 
needed to qualify as a hurricane. This year we 
have had IO or ll tropical storms — well above 
normal — on the Pacific side of Mexico and 
Central America, but only weak activity in the 
Atlantic. 
The Weather Bureau has been experimenting for 
two decades with dispersing hurricanes by cloud- 
seeding. 
A modification in regulations allows a 
wider range this year. 
As many as 14 planes 
will be on standby until Oct. 15 at Roosevelt 
Roads Naval Air Station, Puerto Rico, and the 
Jacksonville, Flu., Naval Air Station. 
Storms of all kinds, and seism ic sea waves, 
claim 500 to 600 lives a year in the United 
States, and do $1 billion to $15 billion damage. 
Hurricanes are major contributors to both tolls.

ings against him last autumn. The proceedings 
were halted after adoption of a resolution re­ 
jecting the concept of heresy trials, but Bishop 
Pike insisted on a trial to clear his name. For­ 
mation of the special church committee fol­ 
lowed. 
Bishop Pike, now a theologian in res­ 
idence at the Center for the Study of Demo­ 
cratic Institution, Santa Barbara, Calif., has 
said he will withdraw his demand for a heresy 
trial if the Seattle convention approves the 
committee report. 
Bishop Pike’s controversial views would cer­ 
tainly have furnished grounds for heresy pro­ 
ceedings in the early days of Christianity. Prior 
to the Council of Nicaea (325 A.D.), the Chris­ 
tian Church was seriously challenged by pagan 
and Jewish beliefs which threatened to become 
blended with the faith. 
At that time, the pun­ 
ishment of heresy was by reproof or excom­ 
munication. 
In the post-Nicene period heresies 
became less significant differences in inter­ 
pretation of Christian doctrine. 
Nevertheless, 
the penalties for heresy grew more severe, 
as during the Spanish Inquisition. 
Today, the various Christian faiths are working 
toward reunification in a single church. 
The 
emphasis is on finding common denominators 
of belief, not on underlining doctrinal differ­ 
ences. 
Achievement of Christian unity, how­ 
ever, might well lead to formation of an entire­ 
ly new orthodoxy. 
Then heresy would again 
become one of the prime concerns of Chris­ 
tian religious leaders.

Variation; Whole wheat bread- 
substitute 1 1/2 cups granular 
whole wheat cereal for same 
amount of flour and m olasses and 
let stand for five minutes before 
adding to milk and yeast mix­ 
ture. 
Scald milk; add shortening, salt 
and sugar. Stir Well. Cool to 
lukewarm. 
Place water in three-quart bowl 
and sprinkle yeast on water. Stir 
until dissolved. 
Add milk to water. Add half the 
flour and blend. Add remainder 
of flour to make a soft dough. 
Begin to knead dough in the 
bowl;

onto a well 
floured board and knead until 
dough is elastic.

While the teaching of handwrit­ 
ing is probably not as impor­ 
tant* In this era of typew riters, 
tape recorders and other devices 
which to a large extent have re­ 
placed handwritten m essages, it 
is still a skill of importance ana 
we attempt to teach it as well 
as we can. 
It has been our observation that 
most of the youngsters learn tc 
w rite clearly, legibly, even at­ 
tractively in the first, second, 
third and fourth grades. 
But 
something seem s to happen as 
they progress in school and 
if 
seem s that in the upper grades 
they don’t write 
even as well 
as they do in the lower grades. 
There may be reasons for this, 
the necessity of taking quick 
notes in class, writing more with 
the idea of the content of the mes­ 
sage, rather than its form. Any­ 
way, most of the adults whom I 
know, including 
myself, 
don’t 
write as legibly as do the ele­ 
mentary school youngsters. 
One of the aids which we use 
to teach writing, is a standardized 
writing paper which is provided at 
school for use in writing class. 
We also encourage that parents 
provide the same paper for all of 
their school work and for home 
use as well. 
Each of our ele­ 
mentary school P.T.A.’s, has 
adopted the sale of this stan­ 
dardized paper as a project. 
It is available at comparatively 
low cost, in fact, no more ex­ 
pensive than other writing paper 
or pads. 


A panel of educational advisors, 
appointed by the President, to 
study education above the public 
school level has recommended 
the creation of an education op­ 
portunity bank to permit stu­ 
dents to finance their college ed­ 
ucation. 
According to the rec­ 
ommendation they could borrow 
the full cost against a pledge to 
repay 
the 
loan 
out of their 
earnings over a period from 30 
to 40 years. The plan would es­ 
tablish the opportunity bank as 
an agency of the federal govern­ 
ment. 
The bank would borrow 
money 
at 
going governmental 
rates and in turn would lend it to 
administrating the plan. 
It is 
estimated that the bank would be­ 
come self-sustaining if it charged 
students one per cent of gross 
income over 30 years for every 
$3,000 borrowed, example: a stu­ 
dent borrows $2,000 a year for 
four years for a total of $8,000. 
If he earns $10,000 in a subse­ 
quent year, he would repay $266 
along with his income tax bill 
for that year. 
If this 
recommendation be­ 
comes proposed legislation, 
it 
will likely encounter much op­ 
position especially from that vo­ 
cal segment of our Congress 
who believe in education only 
those who come from fam ilies, 
affluent enough to pay their own 
way. 
Unfortunately as college costs 
go up, (and if you have a son or 
daughter in college, you believe 
it) fewer and fewer of our cap­ 
able, but poor youngsters will 
have the opportunity for an edu­ 
cation above the high school. This 
is a loss for the individual and 
for the nation. 
There are in tect, those who 
propose educating the capable 
student at full public expense on 
the very reasonable assumption 
that they will not only add to the 
strength of our country, but will 
also pay much more than the cost 
of their education in the form of 
taxes on their increased incomes. 
An experience that indicates 
that public money spent for edu­ 
cation is a good investment, was 
established under the GI Bill fol­ 
lowing World War II. 
Records 
indicate that the money a llo tte d 
to these veterans for college edu­ 
cation has been much more than 
repaid in the form of income tax­ 
es from those who receive the 
benefits. 


Our observation is that a large 
majority of our young people are 
well-behaved and law-abiding. Un­ 
fortunately it is a fact that the 


number who misbehave, who get 
into trouble, who break the law, 
who have no regard for the prop­ 
erty of others, is increasing. This 
is a matter of intense concern 
for those of us involved 
in 
schools and education. 
We try 
to teach the individual responsi­ 
bility, regard for others, respect 
for the law, the difference be­ 
tween right and wrong, etc., as 
well as we can in school. 
We 
give it more attention than we 
did when the problem was not so 
pressing. However, we can not, 
in the short 
time 
we have a 
child in school, take over the re­ 
sponsibility of the parent. There 
is no substitute for the proper 
concern for right and wrong, and 
for decent conduct as taught in 
the home. Or at least as it should 
be. 
Schools are organized to teach 
certain things, to instill knowl­ 
edge, to develop skills which can 
not be best done in the home, and 
which in most cases would be 
im possible. 
We can give some 
attention to conduct, but this area 
must be the total responsibility of 
parents. 
Misconduct, disregard for au­ 
thority, violation of reasonable 
rules, disrupt the educational 
process. 
If we are to accom­ 
plish our educational goals, we 
cannot tolerate misbehavior, es­ 
pecially 
when 
repeated viola­ 
tions occur. 
In tect, we do not 
intend to.

We may also in­ 
corporate isom etrics, on a lim -| 
ited basis, in the general physi­ 
cal education program .
